So far eleven are definitely out with 


some companies not yet reaching a de- 
cision. 


Wisconsin policies in force in compan- 


ion withdrawing will not be inturferred 
with as the collection of premiums will 
be duly arranged for. 


A decision given by the state attorney 


general in reply to a query of the com- 
missioner of insurance says: 


"Any life insurance company duly au- 


thorized to do business in this state up 
tu March 1. IflOS, may after Dec. 31, 1307 
and lip to the date of the expiration of 
its license, continue to collect premiums 
on policies written prior to said thirty- 
first day of Decomhc.ru through its au- 
thorized agents in this state, whether 
Mlicli agents be the officers of such com- 
pany in the state, banks or other persons. 
The only restriction placed upon compan- 
ies holding such licenses is tlmt in writ- 
ing new policies after Dec. 31. 1007, they 
comply with the laws going into cil'cct 
(.in thai, date. 


. "Shnnld such a company desire to re- 


main in this state after March 1, I»OS, 
for the purpose of looking after its htis- 
inoHS and of collecting pre.minums on pol- 
icies written prior to Dec. ,'il, 1907, with- 
out issuing new policies, it may do so by 
renewing its present license."

in .Juvelle water, followed by a thorough 
laundering nnd rinsing will remove them 
nt once, but if it is near the end of the 
Season, the articles miiy be put away 
until the first, fro.it: if 
washed 
and 


hung out of doors, as usual, the lirst 
frostXTeetimlly removes them without 
the use of either acid or bleach. Fruit 
Btains will ulsg disappear if wet in clear 
'water and laid on thawing snow, or up- 
on the grass in the orchard uiulenienUi 
fruit trees that are in hlooju. 
This is 


the method used by our grandmothers, 
nnd is sure to produce the desired re- 
sult. We 
arc often told to 
sprinkle 


fruit stains with salt as soon ris made, 


or to pour boiling water 
through , the 


spot, and while the 
latter 
sometimes 


takes out the spot, it is just as likely 
to "fix" it in the fabric. The sprinkling 
of suit upon almost any slain is use- 
less. 
So it is best to proceed with a 


very weak solution of oxalic acid, and 
when the stain is loosened to wet the 
spot with ammonia and rinse thorough- 
ly. This answers for all fruit stains save i 
those mentioned. above. 


Milk, tea and coffee stains may be re- 


moved by moistening the spots with 
the following mixture: To one part gly- 
cerine add nine parts water and one- 
hnlf part- aqua aimuosnin; apply with a 
brush, leave for half a day, renewing the 
treatment occasionally as it dries, then 
rub with a clean cloth and press, after 
every bit of the dried substance has been 
scraped away 
with u 
penknife. 
This 


treatment is excellent for doilies and for 
table linen in generals-Housekeeper. 


To Prevent Taking Cold,—Hub from 


under the arms to the hips ten times. 
Put your hands behind you, and with the 
back of your hands rub your back all 
that you can and down over the kidneys. 


You can then take up the towel again, 


grasping one cud with the right hand, 
over the right shoulder, and the other 
end with the left hiuul down to the waist 
line.

HUGIITOWX, Scilly Islands, Dec. 14.— 


Tho American seven 
masted 
schooner 


Thomas W. Lawson was 
wrecked 
in 


Broad sound, Scilly islands, during1 a 
fierce gale lust night, and so . far. as 
known of her crew, only one man surviv- 


ed. 


The schooner turned turtle and is now- 


floating bottom up. 


Three dead bodies luxvc been found off 


Annet island, an uninhabited islet of the 
Scilly group. 
The sole survivor, who 


has been landed al St. Agnes by the St. 
Agnes lifeboat, is only partly conscious 
nt this writing. 


Signals of distress were heard at the 


Bishop Kock lighthouse at 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. Two lifeboats at once 
put out nnd found the Thomas W. .Law- 
son anchored in. n dangerous 
position 


just north of Gunners Rock. 


Crcat sens were running and the life- 


boats, although they stood by for several 
hours, were unable to render assistance. 


At U>e request of the captain of the 


Lnw»on, the St. -Mary's lifeboat, 
the 


masts of which had been broken off in 
attempting to rescue the crew of the 
schooner, put bnck with the purpose of 
telegraphing for a tug to come to the 
assistance of the Lawsou. The St. Agnes 
lifeboat was left standing by. 
A little 


later, however, this lifeboat had to leave 
as one of its crew was dying of expos- 
ure, while the others were almost com- 
pletely exhausted. 


Vessel Turns Turtle. 


At about ten minutes before three this 


morning the lookouts at the St. Agnes 
and Bishop's Kock lighthouses and thc 
coast guards missed the lights of the 
Lawsou. nt the same time, and when a 
lifeboat returned to the .scene oil flouting 
on the waves indicated the disaster. A 
few minutes later th? 
lifeboat 
crew 


fouuJ the La-wson bottom up. 


Searching in'the vicinity the St. Agnes 


lifeboal picked up the solitary survivor, 
a man named Allen, and found three dead 
bodies oil' Aunet island. 
The survivor 


ami the dead were brought back to St. 
Agnes. 


But Two Are Savea. 


The number of drowned is said to be 


eighteen. 
Allen wan seriously injured. 


The Thomas W. 
l.awson 
encountered 


prolonged weather anil lost all her boats 
011 the trip out from Philadelphia. She 
sighted the Scilly islands yesterday aft- 
ernoon am! finding lid-self iu a danger- 
out position, dropped both anchors, the 
captain hoping thnt the weather would 
moderate. 


The captain thought it wise lo send 


back one of the life boats that c--une out. 
to secure the assistance of a steam tug. 
The St. Agnes life boat continued to 
stand-by the schooner, until the exhaust- 
ed condition of its crew, made it abso- 
lutely necessary to seek the shelter of a 
harbor. 


The vessel was battered by the waves, 


finally turning over. 
Allen 
says 
that, 


when he last, saw them, the captain and 
mate of the Lawson nnd the Pilot were 
lashed to the rigging. 


Another sailor from the Thomas W. 


Lnwsor. has been picked up alive by St. 
Agnes boatmen. 


Was Largest Sailing Vessel. 


• The Thomas W. Lawson was the larg- 
est sailing vessel a.flimt, carrying seven 
masts, being 304 feet long. 50 benm. Her 
capacity was 7,500 tons. 
The Lawson 


was fitted with every possible conven- 
ience, such as nre found on 
the 
best 


steamships. 


Ashore at Sandyhook. 


XKW YORK. Dec. I-).—The bark Ed- 


mund Phinney was driven ashore on the 
east side of Sandyhook in a heavy snow 
slorm at 10 n. in. today. The Sandy- 
hook life saving crew went to the assis- 
tance of her crew. 
The Pliinney was 


bound for Jacksonville for Port Am- 
boy. 


The task of saving the lives of the 


crew of the Phinney was extremely haz- 
ardous owing to 
the 
blinding snow 


storm and 
terrific, seas 
which 
were, 


breaking on the bench. It was impos- 
sible for the life savers to launch a 
boat through such n sea and they pre- 
pared nt once to shoot a life line over 
the bark and bring the crew ashore in 
a breeches buoy.. As the bark lay only 
about 100 font from the beach there was 
a good chance of saving the sailors in 
that way. 


Gun Couldn't Throw Line. 


The life savers made several unsuc- 


cessful attempts to shoot the life line 
to the bark, but owing in the gale the 
1-yle gun would not throw the line us 
far as the wrecked vessel. 
Two tugs 


tried l.o reach the bark, but failed nnd 
the life savers then tried to reach the 
vessel in their power life bout.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Arthur Bris- 


bane, editor of the 
Evening Journal, 


known as "the man who made William 
Randolph Hearst, famous," is today.re- 
ceiving the congratulations of his friends 
on the occasion of his 
J4th 
birthday. 


Brisbane is popularly reported to be ihe 
highest, salaried newspaper mnn in tin; 
country, his stipend being $50,000 a year. 
He was born in Buffalo on December 12, 
18U3, and is I lie. son of Albert Brisbane, 
one of the pioneer communist-socialists 
in this country, 
lie was educated in 


this country, France and Germany. He 
began his newspaper career on the New 
York Sun, December 12. J883, so that 
today is also the anniversary of his en- 
trance into the journalistic ranks. Later 
he beca-me the London correspondent of 
the Sun and editor of the Evening Sun. 
He left the Sun for the World, and was 
for seven years managing editor of that 
paper. When Hearst secured the Jour- 
nal. Brisbane was selected as its editor, 
and his genius und originality soon se- 
cured for it a, circulation that is said to 
be greater than that of any other paper 
in America.

Lowell's Views on Mars. 


Prof. Percival Lowell, the noted as- 


tronomer, in his first paper for the Cen- 
tury on "Mars as tho Abode of Life," 
points out that modern astronomy deals 
largely with this physical branch of the 
subject, and says that the study of this 
evolution of the planets as world's con- 
stitutes the connecting link in the long 
chain .of evolution froni the nebular hy- 
pothesis to the Darwinian theory. He 
refers to the collision of two suns, which 
was the beginning of our solar system, 
and shows how the 
meteorites which 


fall upon our earth have been found to 
contain many known elements, and nofc 
one of these new. thus showing their 
constitution cognate to that of the eajth 
Mars, he says, is the fundamental factor 
in the whole process of planet evolution. 
Though all planets were the same in <is- 
sence at the start, a difference in their 
si/.e would change their quality as time 
wer.t on. 
In each cose evolution began 


only when the heat of the 
body 
de- 


creased. 
Prof. Lowell says that at the 


maximum heat each planet was peculiar. 
Some may have been white hot, some 
were red hot and some darkly warm. 
At first the heat gained by contraction 
surpassed that lost by radiation. The 
life history of a planet was long or short 
in proportion to its size. Mars has been 
found to be almost devoid of irregular- 
ity, aud close 
calculations show thut 


there are no mountains, and that the 
maximum elevations are about 2000 or 
;tOOO feel. In explanation of this is cit- 
ed the computation of the internal heat I 
of Mars at "2000 degrees, as 
compared ' 


with 10.000 degrees for the internal heat 
of the earth. This means that Mars has 
verv little volcanic action, and but lit* 
tic crinkling of the crust.

The task occupied nine- 
teen jwars. Dr. Mackintosh preferred 
the mornlnff sunlight to the midnight 
oil. He was usually up at 5 o'clock and 
at once commenced work on his histo- 
ry, with his shop counter aa his desk.
